REMARKS 

L Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-3, 6-10, 18, 24-27, 30-34, 44 and 46-55 are pending in this application. Claims 
4, 5, 11-17, 28, 29, and 35-43 have been canceled. Applicants thank the Examiner for 
renumbering claim 47, added in Applicants' prior amendment, as claim 46. New claims 47-55 
have been added. Support for new claims 47-55 can be found throughout the specification. 



II. The Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

The Office Action, pages 3-14, contains two rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112, Claims 1- 
18, 24-34, 37, 44 and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, pages 3-12. 
Claims 1-18, 24-34, 37, 44, and 46 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, for 
lack of enablement. Applicants have carefully considered the Examiner's remarks regarding 
these rejections. In view of those remarks and the Interview, Applicants have amended the 
claims to address points raised by the Examiner. Having cancelled claims 4, 5, 11-17, 28, 29, and 
35-43 obviating many of the Examiner*s specific remarks. With the pending claims in mind. 
Applicants provide the following remarks regarding the pending claims. 

Applicants' claimed invention relates to linear cyclodextrin copolymers. Claim 1 and new 
claim 47 recite linear cyclodextrin coplymers. Claim 24 recites a method of preparing a linear 
cyclodextrin copolymer. That method copolymerizes a cyclodextrin monomer precursor, where 
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
